# East Jordan Thespians will christen the stage with the 
magic of Rogers and Hammerstein’s “Cinderella”

The magic of Rogers and 
Hammerstein's “Cinderella” will 
christen the stage of the new commu- 
nity auditorium at East Jordan High 
School this spring, with the East Jor- 
dan Thespians’ spring musical set for 
the May 7 grand opening perfor- 
mance. Construction on the addition, 
part of a major construction project 
involving all three school buildings 
in the East Jordan Schoo! District, 
began in May 2003, and the musical’s 
opening, normally scheduled for 
March, was pushed back to May so 
the auditorium will be ready. 

In addition to the May 7 opening, 
performances are set for May 8, 9, 
14 and 15. The new facility seats 


500 in comparison to the cafetorium, 
which seated only 225; the expanded 
seating capacity will allow 1,375 ad- 
ditional tickets to be sold, and those 
who have not had a chance to attend 
one of the performances in the past 
will have the opportunity this year 


(each of the previous five years, tick- 
ets for all five nights of the perfor- 
mances have sold out within an hour 
of their release). According to direc- 
tor Paula Vollbach, ticket prices are 
being rolled-back because of the in- 
creased number of seats available. 
Student and senior tickets will cost $2 
and adult tickets will cost $3 — 
“Much cheaper than seeing a movie,” 
Volibach said, and much more memo- 
rable. 

As construction continues in ear- 
nest, the form of the structure is rap- 
idly fitling out. A tour of the new 
complex begins in the pillared lobby, 
which is large enough for art displays 
to be held. From there two entrances 
wrap into the auditorium, while an 
elevator to the upper level can also 
be accessed from the lobby. In the 
rear of the auditorium, a sound box 
overlooks the entire house. Overhead 
is a catwalk that will facilitate im- 
proved lighting. The new stage will 
have flown rigging and acoustic ceil- 
ing clouds. To one side of the stage 
is a set room, where sets will be con-

structed and stored. The band room, 
with an exit leading directly to the 
football field, is on the other side of 
the stage, and a large room for cos- 
tume storage is located on the second 
floor. 

The East Jordan Thespians includes 
students in sixth through twelfth 
grades, and has performed under 
Vollbach’s direction for 13 years, dur- 
ing which time she’s directed thirteen 
musicals. During her career she has 
directed a total of 55 productions, 19 
of which have been musicals. This, 
however, is her first attempt at 
Cinderella, a show she chose because 
she had a vision for the stage-set: it 
will be a giant storybook and each 
scene will be a page. The choice is 


especially suited to the opening of the . 


new community auditorium, which, 
to her, is like a “dream come true” in 
a fairy tale. “It is beyond my wildest 
dreams,” Vollbach said. “This town 
is my giant fairy godmother.”

for town meeting 
in Boyne Falls 


Only a handful of folks attended last week’s Town Meeting at Boyne 
Falls Public School, seeking to learn more about the school’s upcom- 
ing bond proposal, set to go before voters on Tuesday, April 20. 

With 28 in attendance, school superintendent Mark Parsons indi- 
cated that though he had hoped for a larger turnout, he was encouraged 
that more than half of the attendees had not been present at the first 


town meeting, held in January. 


The information presented was much the same as that first meeting, 
detailing plans for additions to the school carrying a price tag of $2.65 
million. Additions include two new rooms on the elementary wing, 
two new rooms on the middle school wing, a new science lab and com- 
puter lab on the high school wing, and a cafeteria expansion, Technical 
upgrades, including additional computers for the high school lab and a 
new server, as well as acoustics work to the gym and stage, are also 
part of the plan. The proposed projects were reluctantly cut from the 
original building plan based on the state’s square footage regulations 


for bonding issues. 


New information included an update on schoo! board action regard- 
ing the proposal, including the adoption of a resolution at the board’s 
Feb. 16 meeting, reducing the current 6 mill bond levy by 1.99 mils to 


4.01. 


By doing so, the board set the stage so that the bond proposal 


currently on the table is not asking for a mill increase, but for a return 
to the 2003 level. The proposal, if passed on April 20, will increase the 
bond levy by 1.99 mills to return to the 6 mill level. With the current

At the same time, he falls for the minister’s daughter, 
Adelaide, played by Amanda Westrick. More problems 
are created by Chuck, Adelaide’s boyfriend, who realizes 
he is losing her to the “‘city kid.” Comic relief is provided 
by Trevor Mapes as Willard, and his girlfriend, Rusty.

Information j is 
critical to water 
stewardship 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Elected county drain commissioners in Michigan have 
had written rules for drainage since the late 1960s. The 
Drain Code of 1956 did not require drain commissioners 
to write down their rules. The exodus from the cities to 
rural areas necessitated clearer guidelines for develop- 
ment. The Land Division Act (Act 288 of 1967 as 
amended) provided for the establishment of written drain- 
age rules by drain commissioners. The act required that 
drainage rules be available in order to provide developers 
with clear guidelines and to ensure that requirements were 
the same for everyone. It is the drain commissioner’s 
responsibility to update these rules as law and technolo- 
gies change. 

The Charlevoix County Drain Commissioner's rules 
had not been updated since the 1970s. The Stormwater 
Runoff Control Design Guidelines of the Charlevoix 
County Drain Commissioner today reflect mainstream, 
best management practices that protect Charlevoix 
County’s natural resources, the quality of life and the 
economy of Charlevoix County. 

As the Charlevoix County Drain Commissioner, I have 
responsibility for two county drains, three historic county 
drains, twelve subdivision drains, lake levels, hundreds 
of plats and other duties. My greatest responsibility is to 
be informed on the best practices that will protect our 
water resources and to share that information with our 
citizens. 

The quality of our lives is dependant on clean beaches, 
clear lakes and healthy fisheries. The old ways of drain- 
age, which ran the water from the land to the sea as quickly 
as possible, were expensive and are now beginning to fail. 
Beach closings, eroded stream banks, loss of fisheries, 
pollution of groundwater and failed infrastructure have 
pointed drain commissioners in new directions. 

Ultimately, the protection of our resources is depen- 


dant on citizens being informed and involved in-water- 


shed stewardship.

New twist on 
identify theft 
scams in area 


TO THE EDITOR: 


It seems identity theft has taken a new twist. Recently 
a Charlevoix County resident received an e-mail advis- 
ing them that a “hold” had been placed on their bank ac- 
counts because of alleged illegal account activity by un- 
authorized individuals, and the Charlevoix County resi- 
dent had to supply immediate verification of their iden- 
tity before the “hold” could be lifted. 

The e-mail was intended to frighten the recipient into 
providing confidential information concerning their iden- 
tity, which once given cannot be retrieved. 

I recommend that all residents be more vigilant than 
ever when asked to provide personal information to un- 
known or unsecured sources. 

This might include information such as driver’s license 
number, social security number, account numbers (bank- 
ing/credit cards/debit cards, etc.}, date of birth, full name 
and/or address, etc. 

Should you receive unsolicited correspondence that you 
consider suspicious in any way, which could include com- 
puter generated, U.S. mail or phone, be sure to contact 
your local law enforcement agency immediately. °

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State provides little income for libraries

While talking with people about the library’s current 
financial situation, it became clear that most people do 
not have any idea how libraries are funded. Therefore, 
this will be the first installment in a series of columns 
dealing with the question, “Where do libraries get their 
money?” 

There are three possible sources for income for public 
libraries — the federal government, the state government, 
and the local community. The statewide average income 
from these sources for fiscal year 2001 breaks down as 
0.2 percent federal income, 4.9 percent state income, and 
94.9 percent local income. Boyne District Library re- 
ceives no federal dollars, so the first topic is state income, 
known as State Aid to Public Libraries. 

In 1937 the Michigan Library Association recom- 
mended to the Legislature that state funding be provided 
to public libraries and that a state board for libraries be 
appointed. A total of $367,566 was appropriated and dis- 
bursed in fiscal year 1938/39. Midway through the 1939 
legislative session, a bil! was introduced to suspend the 
state aid appropriation for the following two years in or- 
der to balance the state’s budget. This trend of shorting 
aid to libraries has continued through two successive Pub-

lic Acts that provide funding. 

The current law governing state aid for libraries is PA 
89 of 1977, which states that legally established public 
libraries that meet minimum standards can apply for state 
aid grants in the amount of $ .50 per capita. 

For 20 years the annual state appropriations did not in- 
clude sufficient money to fully fund PA 89, so the grant 
distributions were prorated each year. On July 27, 1998, 
the Governor signed the appropriation bill that provided 
full funding to eligible public libraries for the first time. 
It was also the last time libraries received the full $ .50 
per capita. 

As interesting as this history might be, what does it 
mean In actual dollars to Boyne District Library? With a 
service population of 7,173, full funding at .50 would 
mean $3,586.50 in state income per year. This year we 
actually received $2,977.17. As one of the library board 
members likes to say, “That's a heck of a way to runa 
railroad.”

On-line watercraft 
registration now 
available to boaters 


Boat owners can renew their watercraft registrations 
on-line beginning March | at www.Michigan.gov/sos. 

Residents can also renew watercraft registrations by 
touch-tone telephone or mail, or at a Secretary of State 
branch office. On-line and touch-tone renewal options end 
Aug, 31. 

“It may be winter now, but warmer weather and the 
boating season will be here before you know it,” said 
Michigan Secretary of State Terri Lynn Land. “I encour- 
age all boat owners to take advantage of renewing on- 
line. It’s easy and quick, and the registration decals are 
mailed within seven to 10 days.” 

All watercraft on Michigan waters, including privately 
owned lakes and waterways, must be registered except: 
watercraft 16 feet or less, propelled by oars or paddles, 
and not used for rental or commercial purposes; 
nonmotorized canoes and kayaks not used for rental or 
commercial purposes; rafts, surfboards, saitboards, and 
swim floats, regardless of length; watercraft registered in 
another state and used only temporarily in Michigan. 

For most watercraft the registration fee is based on 
length. Registrations expire on March 31 in the third year 
of issuance.
